| [their Great Shot came very thick out us late King James returned ; but fo foon as 
on all ſides, yet all we returned them for our Commander ordered the two Boats 
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Crews aſhore, it was pleafant to ſee how 
ſuch as were on Horſeback did Scamper, 
and ſuch as were on Foot did climb upon 
the Rocks like ſo many Goats. In fine, it 
not being ſafe for ſo ſmall a Number as our 
Boats Crews to advance tar, our Comman- 
der was contented to bring ſome of. their 
Horſes on Board of our Ship by the little 
Veſſel he had taken in their eye, for a token 
of their Cowardize, and the Engliſh Cou- 
rage, amongſt which was the Jate King 
James's own Horſe, which he had quit, it 
ſeems, to order and encourage the Dragoons 
that were on foot. We brought four of the 
Horſes, and ſpecially that which was the 
late King James's,to /7igh-late, and ſet them 
on Shore. In all the Action,though they loſt 
ſeveral, as we could viſibly fcc, and Pritoners 
after taken confirmed, yet we loft not one 
Man, though yet there wanted not work 
for your Inſkrumerits , which anſwered my 
expectation pretty well. There lay a Pri- 
vatcer within the Bar, which we are infor- 
med does carry Weekly Pacquets to and 
from ſome place of Fng/and, which we could 
not come at, our Foats being of too ſmall 
Force to attack him, and our Ships of too 
great Burthen to go over the Bar ; beſide, 
that we was not allowed ſo much time by 


our Orders as to Man and Fit one or two of 


the Barks we took to attack him, elſe our 
Commander had ceriainly brought him a- 
long. The Proteſtants and Priſoners tell 
us, That all things are ſo ſcarce at Daublzy, 
that the French are like to eat up the 1rifh, 
and they irritated to fee the French pre: 
terred and countenanced, ſeverals ſpecially 
of the 1rijþ are daily killed upon the Score. 
They expected we were to lye in the Bay 
to hinder them from any commerce by 
Sea with Fravce or other parts of Treland, 
which terrified, and as the Proteſtants aſſure 
us, wouid veaken them exceedingly , and 
make them quit. Da#/ir. Tis commonly 
judged by Papiits as well as Proteſtants ar 
D:blin, thzt King James has a mind to ſub- 
mit to our king ; Firft, Becauſe he is no- 
thing ſo much caſt down, ſometime fince 
he heard ct King William's Defign of com- 
ing to J/relaud ; and of his Jittle concern 
how things go with his Army. Others 
Judge that he makes his account to quit 
treland at laſt, becauſe he 1s fo earneſt 
in ſending off for France all the Beſt 
things he can, and thoſe alſo that are near- 
clt to him, in theſe four Ships I ſpoke 
of; they tell us of a vaſt deal of Plate, 
Gold, and Silver Money, beſide other fine 
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Things; ſo that hardly any Money but 
their new Coin is to be ſeen among them, 
We brought off a great deal of their 


at this and other Occaſions, whereof 1 


would have ſent you a Token, if —- 
the pains. Our Army , as the Prifo 
tell us, have taken Droghedah, and make} 
haſte towards Dublin, All the Priſoners} 
proteſs themſelves willing and glad to be 
Taken from the Miſery that they feared? 
to come upon them, By which you may 
judge what may be expected it our King 
were once over. So ſoon as he goes 0- 
ver, our Ship, with the Monk and St. Al} 
bans are order d to attend the great Fleet, 
whence I may have Occafion to fend to} 
you for ſome /nſtruments, and my Friends! 
Mr. Hulſe and Mr. Thowlt , for fome Me- 
dicines; for our Captain has ſpoken to 
me to provide for a bigger Ship. I ſhall 
only deſire you to Preſent my moſt hearty 
Reſpe&ts to my very good Friends Mr.| 
Hargrave, and Mr. Couley, Mr. Hulſe, 
and Mr. Thowlr ; and to pleaſe, if you 
can hear of us, to write me how they 
be, and your felt; as alſo how things 
Rule, eſpecially in Scot/and. Our Crut: 
ſers have been ſo viglant , that it is 
great News ro hear of a French Ship a- 
ny where in this Channel. 1 could write} 
you many more conſiderable things , but ' 
thar I forbear to trouble you too much 
at one time, being,
